Apply pressure proximal 
to a puncture wound extending to a blood vessel; 




Direct a cationic biopolymer of glucosamine application surface of a closure pad 
against the puncture wound with force sufficient to prevent fluid from leaving the wound; 
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Remove the pressure proximal 
from the puncture wound; 



Remove catheter (if present); 
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Maintain the force on the closure pad 
for at least a first predetermined time period; 




Remove force on closure pad; 
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Dress the puncture wound 
ov er the closure pad; 
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Remove the dressing and the closure pad 
after a second predetermined time period. 
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
